We ihia muminir (|ive a lengthened re- 
port or the upceclics delivered at the 
tneetmg of the AuatriLbuinh league held 
in ihi- city on Tuesday Usl ; and an an 
tura number of impression* hu been 
primed for emulation in ihc mot her 
connlry, it may be well (hat we nhould 
give a few jiurtieulara relative to the 
origin, objects, and comtituiion of thai 
frreiit confederation. 

About the time that Earl OmGV be- 
came Peticlarj of State lot the Colonial 
Department, now fout yearn ago. certain 
facta were disclosed to the BritiaL Gur em- 
mem reipcctitiff the pennj aettiementa of 
Norfulk Island and Van Dicmen's Land, 
which created nuch atrung feelinira of 
horror and diagunl in the new Cabinet, 
lhat a dctermiiiKiion was Lustily adopted 
to put an end to tnniportatiou allege, 
ther. Tbm deeiaion was officially com- 
municated by the Lit uleiiEint- Govern ur of 
Van UicmcTi'ii Lund, Sir Williiu Uem- 
aox, to the I^gutlatire Council of 
that island, in the year IHl 7, and wan 
received by the tfu-at built of the free 
population with tliankfulncss nnd delight . 
The faith of the Crown ws* thus re- 
garded aa pledged to carry out the oft 
declared winhea of the coluniits. Bui, 
aim', their joy war) aoon lumed to grief, 
and their gratitude to indiKmition. Krom 
whaterer causes, the policy of Ihc Home 
Ijovtnunent underwent u rapid and a 
total change ; and intlead of adhering to 
their original determination, they not 
only continued to pour in their run. 
vicfn upon Van LViemen'a Land, hut pro* 
poped tu extend a modified ayntcm of 
transportation to several other colonies. 

The effecln which thia change produ. 
ced on the reindn of the Tan ma nuna — 
■ change which involved in theil cane 
not only a cruel wrong hot a scandalous 
breach of faith on the part of the Britbth 
Crown — may be m<ire easily ima- 
gined than rlescrihed. At first, their 
case seemed hopeless, and nulhing re- 
mained for tLem hut to brood oyer their 
fate with sullen angulah and deapair. At 
lenzth, however, it occurred to them that 
although, single-handed, their cnmniu- 
nity waa too weak to grapple with the 
.Ministry, something might be accom- 
plished if the u the? colonies in this he. 
mis pi i ere could be induced to unite with 
lli em at in a common carat, Anti. 
Transporlalion Association* had already 
been formed at llobart Town and I,auii- 
ccelon ; and at a meeting held in thisj 
taal-metitiniied town, on the Oth August, 
18.30, ihe fullowing readlulion, moved by 
the Rev, Joim West, watt unanimously 
adopted 

" That the whole of the Australian 
Colonies are deeply interested in pre- 
Tenting the continuance of Tranjporu- 
tion to this island ; and that the Laun- 
ceston Association for promoting the 
cessation, of TrarJejiortatiou to Van Die- 
men's I~and be hereby requested to ad- 
lire^i a letter to ihe respective Colonial 
.Secretaries, Speaherti of [legislative 
bodies, municipal authorities, and other 
influential parties in these colonies, ear- 
nc»lly requeuing their co.operatinn to 
ensure tic attainment of the great object 
wei have in view." 

A Committee was appointed for carry- 
ing this resolution into effect. A circu- 
lar was forthwith forwarded to the 
Tarious colonies, explaining the views of 
the Association, and ap-iealing to thek 
sympathies and co-operation : and from 
etery colony favourable answers were re. 
turned. In Detober a similar meeting 
was held at 1 In ban Town, when 
the project of a LtatM'E was first 
mooted. ritimately, Delegates were 
appointed to viiit Melbourne, where they 
were cordially welcomed, and where the 
conalitution of the League was finally 
matured, and signed by the respective 
Delegates for Tasmania and Victoria. 
The Solemn Engagement thus adapted, 
and recommended for Ihe adoption of all 
the Australasian colonies, after reciting 
the many and grievoua evils inflicted by 
transportation, and the wrongs per- 
petrated by the British Oovernrnent , de- 
claret— 

1st, That they engage not to employ any 
liersona hemlter arriving, under ■euitroee of 
Trail* portalicra for crime eomnitted in Europe. 

2nd, Thai they will use all the powrn they 
1»™ -olfieud, eb< luril, and leuiatalira, U 
prevent the rwLibhaluiii.'nt ot English prisons, 
or penal settlements, within their ljuunda : that 
they will refuse aaaesit to any projeeta to fsciU- 
late llie adminiatrirjOB of ■uili penal system* 
and that they will rak Ou- repesl of all regu- 
lation., and the rrjouvJ uf nil wtuuluhuunls 
'or that purpose. 

And lastly. Ibey solemnly engage with etch 
other to support by their advice, their mnw-y, 
and their einintenants>, all who may suifct in 
the lawful promotion of this e suae. 

So heartily was the movement re. 
s ponded to by the colonists of Victoria, 
lhat between £iWtKJ and £1000 were 
subscribed to Ihe League Fund in one 

The Delegate! of the two colonics 
proceeded ftoen Uelbourne to our own 
metropolis, where also their recep- 
tion waa moat cordial, and where their 
success hat been most triumphant- The 
League has been adopted by our fellow, 
colonist, b public meeting assembled, 
and about £.1000 has already been sub- 
scribed by them- The aisgiegate a urn 
proposed to be raised in alTlie toWii 



is £311,(100, payable in fire yeari ; and of 
this splendid amount more than one. half 
has beers promised. 

Thia rapid and very imperfect sketch 
of the noble confederation in which the 
Australasian colonies have embarked for 
mutual protection against the felon cause, 
is intended chiefly for our readers in the 
parent country, who will thus ace how 
resolutely bent the colonists are on re. 
sisting, by every constitutional means 
within their reach, the policy which seeks 
to make them the cesspools of British 



THE LEtiISL.\TIVB COlTMCn., 
Aftkb. an experiment of nearly eight 
yearn, the first representative Legislature 
of New South Wales has now virtually 
ceased to exist. And we are not afraid 
to have the experiment, as a whole, tried 
by the severest testa which the statesmen 
of the mother country can apply to it. 
Whether ws look at the laws which 
have been enacted, or at the way in 
which our finances have been administered, 
so far as they have been left to our 
own control, or at the voluminous Be. 
porta and other papers which have been 
placed on record, or at the debates as 
reported in the colonial journals, we 
have assuredly no cause to be aahamed 
of the frulia which the experiment has 
produced. 

The Legislature conatituted under the 
imperial Act of 1 k 1 2 found the colon y 
on the verge of ruin, and leaves it in a 
slate of advancing prosperity. How far 
this happy change may have been pro- 
duced or assisted by the legislative and 
financial wisdom of the Council, it would 
be difficult to define in precise terms. A 
calculation has been attempted, however, 
with the view of showing the approxi- 
mate extent to which the colony it in. 
deb led to ita representatives on the score 
of economy. From that calculation it 
would appear, that had the annual ei. 
pendilure of the General Revenue eon> 
tinued to the present time at the same rale 
as in the years preceding 1843, the colony 
would at this moment hive been not 
unly bankrupt, but in debt to Ihe tune of 
about £3vU,<J00. Thia calamity was 
averted by the spirit of retrenchment in 
which the new Legislature commenced 
ita career, the ordinary expend! 
lure having been reduced by the large 
amount of £40,000 to £30,000 per 
annum. We do not say that the reduc- 
tions were in every instance wise or jutt. 
In some few instances they may have 
been unwise for the colony, and unjust 
to individuals, But taken in the aggre- 
gate, and looking at the mischiefs they 
prevented, they mutt be pronounced 
highly creditable to the good sense and 
moral firmness of the Council ; and both 
the colonial public and the colonial 
Government ought to reflect upon them 
with gratitude. 

The Prorogation Speech gracefully 
releases the Council from ita labours, in. 
titnating the probability that its services 
will not again be required. In the high 
eulogtum passed upon our new sister, 
Victoria, and in the reelings of good-will 
expressed towards her, by Ilia Excellency 
tbe OoMtatwoa, we arc (jure oar fellow, 
colonists at large will cordially partici 
pate. May Victoria, already prosperous 
beyond example, prosper and nourish yet 
more and mora ! So say we all. 

NAYHJ ATtorToF TUB kTTJRRAY. 
Tki enterprise and speculations of Ihe 
neighbouring provinces of Australia can 
never be disregarded by each other. 
They have so many mutual interests and 
relations, that what profits one must have 
finally a considerable influence on the 
other; and it will be well if the growth 
of each others' independence be allowed 
to progress without exciting oppo- 
sition, or ill will, or jealousies and 
disputes, t'p to the present time, the 
chief object with the sister slates of Aus- 
tralia seems to hare been " separation" 
in government, and independence of the 
matetTii] control of Crest Britain. This, 
however, is but a momentary question, 
fitted to elicit high .flown words and 
Muly-imagined aeulimcnU, and destined 
to create an antipodean tribe of mock 
patriots, who misunderstand the calling 
of the true patriot, and whose ambition 
is to foster grievances, real or imaginary, 
in order that they may fatten on the 
excitement they produce, by enjoying its 
temporary rewards. 

But the social balance requires an- 
other weight to produce an equi. 
poite. Independent they may be, 
hut states like men are formed for social 
and not exclusive interests ; and if the 
world is destined to become one vast fa. 
mily of Mtiiinl people, it is clear that tbe 
vaunted independence of which we have 
heard so much of late is in a great degree 
a mere imaginative subject for the garru- 
lity of would-be politicians. Another 
question will ere long arise, which can- 
not fail to draw the suber-minded of our 
community into another channel. At tbs 
present time, with our abtutdant room 
and scanty population, there is ample 
space for the grumblers and the greedy 
to Sounder about without doing much 
mischief; but as ]>opulation multiplier., 
and the country gets stocked, self, 
which is now at the bottom of half the 
talk of our public oratora, will be en- 
gaged in a more important enquiry. It 
may be wise to look abruad. 

The time is corning when the colonial 
trade that dow travels along our coasts 
will seek easier and less dangerous modes 
or conveyance. The time is coming 
when the interior will furnish ita quota 
of supplies lo lbe common stock, but 
when it will be found impracticable to 
forward those supplies to the eastern 



South Australia, whose boundary ques- 
tion has not yet been settled by the 
dotted line On the last general map of the 
Si-itv Eiott.fjEsiaiL's explorations, and 
which some years hence may be a matter 
of dispute to others than geographers, 
has already fixed her eyes upon the 
advantages which she hopes to reap from 
an internal communication with New 
South Wales. Her journalists, her mer- 
cantile community, and her Government, 
have all had in prospect no less an sc. 
complisbment than the navigation of the 
river Murray, — expecting to draw to their 
coders some of the profit which now be- 
longs exclusively to this colony. They 
are as wide awake to the importance of 
settling thia question as ever Brother 
Jonathan was. when he itarUsd his first 
steamer on the mighty Mississippi, They

lbe commission agents of Adelaide. 

It will be reflected that we 
have always foreseen thia probable 
tendency of affairs ; and, therefore, a 
long time ago, we endeavoured lo 
examine the question upon the evidence 
then available. We have since then, 
also, laid before our readers the result or 
the investigation of Sir H. Vnvm, into 
the capabilities of the Murray rot steam 
navigation. We now return to the que*. 
tLQclip foi* t Sim. ti M r E ,rC of slicj^^ ^IillI.. (he 

South Australians have so far settled it, 
as lo show good reason for believing thai 
the river Murray Is, under certain con- 
ditions, perfectly navigable : and that 
they arc ready, whilat we are asleep, to 
offer attractions, which will be irresistible 
to our western and south-western squat- 
ters, to open ciiuinii rcial relations with 
themselves, to the exclusion of the 
Sydney merchants, bankers, and con. 
tractors. 

On this occasion, we shall confine our 
remarks to the subject of the navigation 
of the Murray, reserving what is to be 
said upon the results of lhat undertaking. 

The reader ia aware, that a prixc has 
been offered for competition by South 
Australia, to the successful steam- 
explorer of the Murray. 

A commission ef enquiry was formed 
and gazetted in lot*, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the practicability of the 
Murray. The result of this Was the ac- 
cumulation of evidence upon the subject, 
und from tome of the voluntary witnesses 
who communicated their information to 
the Chairman of the Harbour Commis- 
sion, aa it waa called, we propose giving 
an abridged account of the facts as they 
stand, 

Mr. W. WisuiiiT, of North Rhine, 
who resided some time on the river, and 
who frequently visited it, between Moo. 
rundi and the Rufus, says, that in that 
region the width of the Murray is seldom 
leu, and often more, than 200 yard) ; 
that the current does nut exceed three 
miles an hour ; that from April to July 
inclusive the river is lowest ; that from 
August and September it rises till Jan u. 
ary, when it again falls, regaining in 
March its winter level ; that i B March, 
when the Darling is in flood, the effect is 
not much ; the rue in general from eight 
to twelve feet. He says I lie re are nu- 
merous sandbanks, some few rocks and 
•nags, but that the navigation is always 
open in channels between these ; and 
that to much water is accumulated in the 
river, that the low country behind the 
banks, especially near the embouchure, is 
flooded, thus diminishing the current. 

Ho suggests, that such steam- venae] s 
u are used on the Hudson would be 
suitable to transport wool, tallow, tec. 
The length of these vessel, is from ISO 
lo 230 feet, the breadth from 91 to 38 
feet ; the draught from 4 to a feet ; with 
flat bottoms, perpendicular front and 
•ides, as merely long narrow boxes with 
sharp ends; the hold is from S to 10 feet 
in depth; the paddles from 22 to 28 
feet ia diameter with floats 10 root long, 
producing a speed or fourteen miles an 
an hour. 

Mr. K. B. Scort, of Moorundi, gives 
similar testimony. He says, the depth 
of water in the channel of the Murray to 
a little above Moorundi varies from 2 to 
H fathoms, except ia one tpot, where, 
between the ahoal and the hank, the 
depth la only 10 feet. Sand shoals, he 
admits, occur all the way thence to Lake 
Bonney, but there are no rock shoals. 
Beyond that to the Rufus, occur sand- 
shoals and occasional dry banks. In 
July, 1 »■)(>, the depth or water in the 
channel at Moorundi, wan from 9} to 3 
fathoms. The river was then at its 
lowest. Navigation can be carried on 
between August and January, and chan- 
nels exist even where there arc shoals. 

At North-west Band the current 
runs 1^ miles per hour. Higher up it ia 
stronger. 

During the flood, the Darling would 
be navigable as far as Loidley's 
l'onds. Snags exist only neat the 
banks. The water in the Murray during 
the last five years, hot, be adds, generally 
risen from 1 0 to 1 5 feet above that level, 
and therefore, the height of flood would 
be 28 feet in the channel at Moorundi. 
During the flood, be says, vessels drawing 
10 feet wiler could navigate the Murray 
as fur as the Rufus. Wood is staled by 
him to be abundantly obtainable for 
fuel. 

The moat important document to 
which we have now to refer, is the re- 
port of the Surveyor-General, Captain A. 
H. Kieiliwo, U.K., and the Collector 
of Customs, R. R. Toskkms, Esq. They 
accompanied his Excellency Hir If. 
Youmo. from Adelaide to the Rufus by 
land, and thence to the Darling by water, 
returning the whole way by the route 
bud down for steamers entering into 
competition for the Government bonus. 

They have determined that the sea- 
moulh of the Murray is impracticable ; 
tlio navigation, therefore, is to commence 
ffom the Ooolwa. The (loolwu channel 
is IT miles long to Point Sturl. Its 
average width is 1 mile ; its channel, is 
is upwards or $M yards. Its depth is 
from S to 32 feet. During a great part 
of the year the water is brack ish. Cur- 
rency Creek, an estuary flowing into it, 
it navigable by titt- bottomed vessels a- 
far as the township. Finniss Creek, has 
a channel 0 feet deep, fur T miler, us far 
at Bowman's station. 

From Point Start, to Point Pomond, 
the entrance to the Murray, the distance 
is 35 miles. There it a depth of 1} 
fathoms, and plenty of room. The sea- 
breezes set in at 10 a.m., in summer. 
From Pomond to Ngarto, 61 miles, the 
river flows through noble reaches, four or 
five miles long, a quarter of a mile wide, 
the channel being from 300 to yoo yardt 
wide, with depth varying from 3 to never 
let* that li fathoms. Tbe current it 
sometimes imperceptible, at others it 
flowt I J miles per hour. There are here 
no material impediments, bat the sea 
breeze it suitable for all kinds of vessels 
drawing lets than six feet, 

Ngarto ia the nearest point to Tung. 
kUlo mines, 10 miles distant 

From Ngarto to Overland Comer, ISO 
miles, the river winds and is reduced lo a 
width of 300 yards, with a channel of 
100 yards, two fathoms deep. The cur- 
rent is 1^ miles at Moorundi ; the valley

being three miles wide, *hut la by lofty 
cliffs on each aids. There an oeuaiotd 

From Overland Comer to the Darling, 
a distance of SI) miles, the clifft .degene- 
rate into bergi, the stream narrows lo 
150 yards, the channel to 40, lb* depth 
continuing two fathoms, and the current 
increasing to two miles per hour. There 
an dangerous ruiags hereabouts, but a 
steamer or 26 feet beam, drawing five 
feet, may go through all the way. 

The soundings were taken in the chan- 
nel every fifteen minutes, and no leas 
depth fennd than 1} fathoms, except 
at Men runs, where it waa eight 
feet only. Where aandtpita extend 
nearly across, the current still keeps an 
open channel. Ins) rivers at the time of 
thia visit had risen four feet, and, there- 
fore, it was concluded that there will 
always be found a channel four feel deep 
at the very lowest level of Ihe water. 
Wood was considered plentiful enough 
for roel. 

Between the 2Sth Septemhet and 9nd 
October, at the junction of the Rufus, the 
riae was 10 inches. The flood marks at 
the Darling showed a rise of 1 1 feet 
above the water level of 29th Sep. 



The rcporteri add, that from infor- 
mation received by tliert, ihe navigation 
may be continued for some hundreds of 
miles above the Darling, 

To this information we have hut little 
to ndd. save lhat the impression we have 
from very late advices from that region 
is to the effect, lhat in times of great 
drought, such as that of 1S51, the havi. 
gatinn could not be carried beyond the 
Darling with any certainty, It would, 
of course, be advantageous if ii could 
reach the meridian of Ht' E., 
for then the provinces of Vic 
toria and New South Wales 
might both be directly, at once, con. 
ceraed in the advantage of water commu- 
nication with Adelaide. But 111 tie lias 
been done on the part of this colony to 
unravel Ihe mysteries of that depressed 
region about the junctions of the Murray 
with the Murruinbidgcc and the Darling ; 
s careful survey It now, however, going 
on by Mr. Surveyor Tow maim, and if 
directions wete given to thai gentleman 
to institute enquiries into the depth, 
width, and currents of the livers, in th<
